a first metal layer which is continuous over an entire area of said transaction 

card; 

a second layer comprised of metal; 

wherein said first metal layer is coextensive with an entire area of said second 

layer; 

wherein said first metal layer and said second layer are in uniform, direct contact; 

a recordable medium incorporated into said transaction card for storing 
information relating to a transaction account and configured to conduct a transaction at 
a point of sale terminal; 
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wherein said first metal layer comprises a pocket having characters embossed 
therein; and 

wherein a fill panel is disposed within said pocket , wherein a surface of said fill 
panel is substantially flushed with a surface of said transaction card . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim(s) 1, 4, 6, 9, 11-12, 15-22, 25, 54, 58-63 is/are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art of record does not show a transaction card having multiple metal 
layers as detailed in the independent claim and wherein said first metal layer is 
coextensive with an entire area of said second layer; wherein said first metal layer and 
said second layer are in uniform, direct contact; a recordable medium incorporated into 
said transaction card for storing information relating to a transaction account and 
configured to conduct a transaction at a point of sale terminal; wherein said first metal 
layer comprises a pocket having characters embossed therein; and wherein a fill panel 
is disposed within said pocket , wherein a surface of said fill panel is substantially 
flushed with a surface of said transaction card.
